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ANNUAL REPORT 

of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the Year Ended 30th September, 1960 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 

Gentlemen : 

Our Company has completed one of the most successful years in 
its history. Gross returns from the Exhibition and Stampede exceeded 
previous records and in our opinion the calibre of the presentation has 
never been higher. Our year round activities have continued to expand 

Stampede attendance of 527,933 was down more than 63,000 from 
the record established in 1959 despite excellent weather conditions, but 
in the opinion of your board this decine is not as serious as it might appear. 
The gate admission charged for adults was increased from 25c to 50c, 
although the 25c charge for children was not disturbed. Observation of our 
parking facilities and of the movement of traffic has convinced us that the 
grounds were almost as busy as in 1959, but that people stayed longer when 
they came rather than returning a second time. The volume of business 
at the grandstand, on the midway and in the concessions would seem to 
bear out this contention. 

The Rt. Hon. John G. Diefenbaker, Prime Minister of Canada, 
graciously accepted our invitation to come to Calgary and officially open 
the Exhibition and Stampede on the evening of Monday, July 11. General 
Sir Neil Ritchie, famous British soldier and one time commander of the 
8th Army in the Middle East, presented the trophies to the winning 
Stampede contestants on Saturday evening. 

The action of your Parade committee in streamlining the Stampede 
Parade this year and excluding most of the non-Western sections has met 
with widespread approval. Grand Marshal of the Parade was Phil Harris 
who was accompanied by his charming wife, the former Alice Faye. The 
Parade was led by a group of four massed Military bands and a total of 
thirty bands were in attendance from throughout Western Canada and 
from the States of North Dakota, Utah and California. 

The great gap left in the down-town attractions committee by the 
loss of the chairman, Clifton C. Cross, was ably filled by Ed. O’Connor, and 
huge crowds were again in attendance each morning Tuesday through 
Friday. 

Prize money for the Stampede events reached another all-time high 
and competition was keen among more than 550 entries. We must re¬ 
gretfully record the first contestant fatality in the 38-year history of the 
Calgary Chuckwagon Races. Fatal injuries were suffered by driver Don 
Chapin during the running of the Friday evening races. Prompt action in 
setting up the Don Chapin Memorial Fund, which was augmented by a 
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$5,000.00 contribution by our Company, has alleviated the financial diffi¬ 
culties which might have been encountered by Mr. Chapin’s widow and 
family. 

Horse racing in Calgary has enjoyed its finest year. Pari mutuel play 
exceeded $6,340,000.00 during the 36-day season, and the calibre of racing 
has never been better. At least part of the increase in patronage must be 
attributed to the new pari-mutuel facilities on the mezzanine floor of the 
grandstand and to the comfortable surroundings in the Alberta Derby room. 
All of the horse races are now televised live on our own closed circuit, and 
shown in the upstairs and downstairs pari-mutuel plants as well as in the 
Alberta Derby Room. 

A highlight of the racing season occurred on Wednesday of Stampede 
Week when Bing Crosby presented the trophy to the winner of the race 
bearing his name. The Alberta Derby committee, under the chairmanship 
of George Crawford, was formed to promote interest in the Fall Classic 
The first annual Derby Breakfast, held in the mezzanine of the grandstand, 
was most successful and was followed by a record-breaking week-end 
of racing. For the third successive year pari-mutuel play at the morning 
racing on Labour Day established an all-time Calgary high. 

The platform show, produced by General Artists Corporation, proved 
to be one of the most popular of recent years, although the sound in the 
grandstand left much to be desired. Steps will be taken to improve this 
situation prior to the 1961 Exhibition. The fireworks displays were again 
presented by Hand Fireworks Company. 

The great midway of Royal American Shows had a gross almost equal 
to their record-breaking year of 1959. On the independent midway, Sam 
Shayon’s ‘‘Dancing Waters" did good business and received much favor¬ 
able comment. The widening of the midway from the Big Four building 
through back of the grandstand eliminated much of the overcrowding in 
that area, and the newly installed underground wiring improved the ap¬ 
pearance and the safety factor on the independent midway. 

Our plans for the 1960 Exhibition and Stampede suffered a severe set 
back when illness forced Roy Rogers to cancel his engagement in the Stam¬ 
pede Corral. In an effort to fill the gap, wrestling was booked into the 
building for the first two days, followed by a Western Jamboree which was 
to feature Johnny Cash for two days and Red Foley the last two days. 
However, our misfortune was compounded when Johnny Cash failed to 
show because of a throat ailment and, while the wrestling drew fairly well, 
attendance at the Jamboree was poor. 

Duncan Renaldo, “The Cisco Kid,” was again a featured guest of the 
Stampede. His warm personality and untiring devotion to the children won 
him even more friends than on his previous Calgary visit. 

Your board authorized a substantial expenditure for additional free 
attractions on the grounds in view of the increased gate admission charge. 
The Gene Holter Wild Animal Circus and the Danny Sailor Tree Climbing 
Act were both presented as free shows and drew large crowds throughout 
the week. 

The National Ayrshire Show which featured the livestock exhibition 
drew an excellent entry and once again our stabling facilities were taxed 
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to capacity. Recognition was paid to our pioneer livestock exhibitors in 
the presentation of Special Badges to those who have exhibited in Calgary 
for 25 years or more. 

Non-commercial exhibits were moved from the grandstand to the 
Big Four building this year and your exhibits committee took steps to 
restrict exhibits to those which are of maximum interest to the general 
public. Senior competitive art and handicraft classes were eliminated as 
was the colored slide exhibition. An invitational art display featuring three 
prominent Western artists drew much favorable attention and an excep¬ 
tionally fine historical exhibit was supplied by Glenbow Foundation. The 
general level of the commercial exhibits in the Big Four building was 
excellent. 

Revenue from the Stampede Give-Away Home was slightly down from 
last year, but the decision of the Kinsmen Club to give away a car each 
evening resulted in a 35% increase in gross proceeds from the Kinsmen 
Car Award. 

Attendance at the Friday Morning Children’s Show, which continues 
to grow in popularity each year, was in excess of 33,000. Another good 
crowd was on hand for the excellent program presented at the Saturday 
Morning Round Up. 

Once again the Indian parades and the colorful Indian Village were 
among the most interesting and attractive features of the Exhibition and 
Stampede. Our appreciation must be extended to the Blackfoot, Sarcee 
and Stony tribes for their continued co-operation. 

Our activities continue to receive great publicity from the 93 outlets 
serviced by our publicity department. In one month alone, 1,627 clippings 
were received from daily newspapers throughout the country. We also 
benefitted this year from a promotional tie-up with General Mills Inc 

Lack of time and facilities still prevents us from combining Junior 
Agricutural Activities with the Exhibition and Stampede, although our 
Farm Youth program in late July and August has now grown into the 
largest of its kind in Western Canada. Almost 500 head of calves and 
lambs were shown and sold and 180 boys and girls registered for the Farm 
Youth Camp. 

As a result of the extensive use of the Big Four building, attendance 
on the grounds during the year reached 1,681,207, an increase of 72,000 
over the record established in 1958-59. Comparable figures are as follows :

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A summary of the use of the Company’s public address equipment will 
illustrate the extent of the year-round activity on the grounds. The 
equipment was required for 377 events during the past year. On 135 days 
it was used for one event, on 83 days for two events, twenty-four days 
for 3 events and on one day for four events. 

Livestock Shows and Sales sponsored by the Alberta Cattle, Sheep and 
Swine Breeders’ Associations and operated by our staff included the fol¬ 
lowing 

1. Calgary Spring Bull Sale. 

2. Spring Swine Sale. 

3. Summer Sheep Sale. 

4. Fall Show and Sale of Sheep and Swine. 

All of these events showed good results, although for various reasons 
prices were down sharply at the Spring Bull Sale. 

The Spring Horse Sale was one of the largest and most successful 
of its kind ever held in Western Canada. The Calgary Horse Show and 
Rodeo, presented as a combined event for the first time in October, 1959, 
was not a financial success although well received by those in attendance. 
Other events of an agricultural nature in which the Company participated 
or co-operated included the Seed Fair and Agricultural Short Course, the 
Poultry Show and Horticulture Show in the Stampede Corral. The Arena 
and stabling facilities were again made available for the shows of the 
Alberta Light Horse Association' and the Arabian Horse Association. 

The Stampede Corral enjoyed another good year, particularly in the 
presentation of Ice Capades, the great ice show which each year continues 
to grow in popularity. However, the success of the Corral’s operations 
was partially offset by the disappointing showing of the Stampeder Hockey 
Club, which finished out of the playoffs for the second time since the 
Company assumed operation of the Club in 1945. The poor record of the 
team was reflected in sharply reduced gate receipts. 

The twenty-four sheets of curling ice in the Big Four building and the 
six sheets in the Arena operated at full capacity throughout the winter 
and there is still a considerable backlog of demand for additional ice. 

A considerable saving was effected when our own staff undertook the 
major portion of the work on the mezzanine floor of the grandstand. 
Capital expenditures, other than for the grandstand project, were held at 
a minimum this year in an effort to reduce the Company’s indebtedness. 
However, a sum close to $50,000.00 was spent to improve lighting on the 
grounds, provide additional pavement and underground wiring on the mid¬ 
way and various minor undertakings. 

It would obviously be impossible to acknowledge individually all of 
those persons and groups whose efforts have been responsible for our 
success. However, special acknowledgment must be made of the out¬ 
standing co-operation received from the representatives of Press, Radio 
and Television. We must also acknowledge the support received from the 
Mayor, the Aldermen and City Department heads, the officials of the Cana¬ 
dian and Provincial Governments, from our own directors, associate 
directors, committee chairmen and committee members, the donors of 
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trophies and prizes, the members of the Southern Alberta Pioneers’ and 
Old Timers’ Association, the Red Cross and St. John Ambulance Asso¬ 
ciation and our exhibitors, contestants and judges. May we also express 
our thanks to all of the staff who by their untiring efforts have contributed 
greatly to the success of our operation. 

Our Company suffered a severe loss this year in the death of Watson 
Hook, one of our most active directors and chairman of the Exhibits’ 
Committee. We must also regretfully record the passing of two of our 
shareholders, Fred Kenny and W. J. Makey. Our most sincere sympathy 
is extended to their families.
